ee | HAVE a customer who thinks he 

smokes twenty-five cigars a day,” said 
a New Orleans dealer. ‘‘As a matter of fact 
he smokes about thiree-eights of that number.

To Clean Paint Which is Not 
Varnished. 


@DutT upon a plate some of the best whit- 
ing, have ready some clear, warm water 
and a piece of flannel, which dip into the 
water and squeeze nearly dry; then take as 
much whiting as will adhere toit, apply it to 
the paint, when careful rubbing willinstantly 
remove any grease. Wash off thoroughly 
with water, and rub it dry with a soft cloth. 
Paint thus cleansed looks equal to new, and 
the most delicate colors may be treated in 
this way. ‘This process will preserve the 
paint much longer than if it were cleaned 
with soap, and the process only occupies 
about half the time of the usual method.

HOW TO TRIM A HAT. 


T is necessary that, be- 

sides artistic taste and 
ightness of touch, the home 
milliner possesses a certain 


amount of technical know! 
eige. The amateur mil- 
liner, too, must never be 





too proud to accept hints 
from those who have learned 


the business. 
lhe first thing to do in trimming a hat is 


to partly insert the head lining. A quarter 
of a yard, cut on the bias, is sufficient for a 
hat. A piece rather larger than the crown 
should be cut from one end, and held in its 
place with a few stitches at eachcorner. The 
remainder of the strip can be cut lengthwise 
into two, and joined so as to make a long 
strip. This can be fastened to where the 
brim and crown meet, using long stitches in- 
side the hat and very small ones outside. 
The free edge can then be turned over and 
hemmed, and when the hat is finished nar- 
row ribbon should be run through the hem 
and drawn up to the required size. 

lo bind the edge of a hat with velvet, a 
crossway strip must be used, One edge can 
be turned over and secured with ‘‘ velvet- 
stitch,” ¢.¢., working from right to left, and 
taking a small piece under the fold just a 
little to the left. ‘Ihe free edge is put on the 
upper edge of the hat and held in place with 
half-back stitching; the other edge is then 
turned to the under side of the brim, 

Ihe fold around the crown must be laid on 
very loosely, and secured in one of two places 
with double knots passed through and tied 
inside the hat. Feathers, wings, flowers or 
quills, should next be securely sewn wit 
double cotton in any desired position, It is 
important to make them stand high, as ama- 
teurs always sew them down as low as possi- 
ble, thus giving the hat a dowdy appearance 

In making bows it is always advisable to 
have a picture of a bow, and copy it first in 
width of ribbon

Fruit CusTarp.—Cut stale cake into 
two-inch pieces. Make a custard of one 
pint of milk, two eggs, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and one teaspoonful of cornstarch. 
Cook one-fourth of a cup each of currants, 
citron and raisins for ten minutes. Chen 
cut them in small pieces, pour some corn- 
starch custard in a baking dish, then lay in 
some of the cake; sprinkle over the top cf 
the fruit, then custard and cake. Continue 
until all are used. Beat the whites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth. Add to them two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Brown in the 
oven, or serve the custard with thin cream 
whipped. 

CHOCOLATE PUDDING.—Soak one tea- 
spoonful of gelatine in one-half of a cupful 
of milk Put four ounces of chocolate 
in a pan and put the pan over hot water. 
When the chocolate has melted pour over it 
one cupful of boiling water and add twocup- 
fuls of milk. Stir this until scalding hot. 
When quite cool add the beaten whites. 
Pour into wuld, Serve with a vanilla 
Sauce, 

VANILLA SAUCE.—Put one pint of milk 
over the fire Rub two tablespconfuls of 
corn starch in a little cold milk water, 
When the milk is scalding hot add the corn- 
starch, stirring until itis creamy.

pattern. The lining should be basted a trifle 
luller lengthwise than the material near the 
Waist line, Next baste your garment closely, 
With the exception of the shouider and under- 
arm seams, Which should be pinned on the out- 
side. Iltis now ready for fitting. Try on and 
piu the garment together at tracing on the front, 
and shape to the figure. If the garment is too 
tight or too loose alter it where the large seams 
are on the shoulder and under-arm seams, but 
never alter thedartsor side seams and do not 
cut off the darts until the garment is fitted. 
Before making the collar, fit the stiffening and 
shape it tothe neck when fitting, and put a trac- 
ing where it sewson. When your seams are 
stitched they should be notched aud thoroughly 
pressed open. Put bone casings on very full, 
and if bones are used they should be soaked to 
make them pliable enough to bear the needle. 
Put the inner seam of the sleeve to the notch in 
the arm hole. Sleeves can be lengthened or 
Shortened by adding to or taking from top or 
bottom edges an equal amount. Skirts should 
be lengthened or shortened at the bottom only. 
Do not forget toallow all seams for making. 


In cutting always double the material. Place 
both right sidestogether. Care should be taken 
to have the material run the same way. Cloth 


should be cut with the nap running down, velvet 
up. To match figured or striped goods, pin the 
figures together before cutting. The secret of 
dressmaking is in careful basting and pressing. 
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Observe the Following Directions 
in Putting a McCall Bazar 
Pattern Together : 


No, 1 indicates—the front piece. 

No, 2 indicates—the under-arm piece. 
No. 3 indicates—the side-back piece.
